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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Acknowledgment is made of Amendment filed June 14, 2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 25-36,52-71 and 73-75 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Brick et al. (US 6,269,342) teaches an electronic pricing and display system using 
programmable electronic shelf tags. Programmable electronic shelf tags are used in connection 
with apparatus for programming the electronic shelf tags; wherein the electronic shelf tags 330 
comprising a tag transceiver 338A and 338B. Tag transceivers 338A and 338B are transceiver 
devices for transmitting and receiving data via a wireless medium. Tag transceiver 338A is 
provided for infrared (IR) communications, while tag transceiver 338B is provided for RF 
communications. 

Ohta et al. (US 6,942,156) teaches an IC card, which has a non-contact IC chip and 
magnetic stripes thereon. 

Seal (US 6,693,51 1) teaches an RFID transponder 520, wherein the transponder has an 
RJF receiver 1402 and RF transmitter 1414 to communicate wirelessly with the sensor/reader 
510. 

Applicants' remarks on page 9, lines 13+ of Amendment filed June 14, 2006 have 
overcome the prior art rejection. The best prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest an 
RFID tag having a first transceiver arranged to transmit and receive first radio frequency signals 
to and from a first reader; and a second transceiver arranged to transmit and receive second 
radio frequency signals to and fi"om a second reader as set forth in independent claim 25; or a

first transceiver arranged to transmit and receive first radio fi*equency signals to and from a first 
reader; and a receiver arranged to receive second radio fi-equency signals fi-om a second reader 
and to activate the transceiver in response to the second signals as set forth in independent 
claims 52 and 64.
